anion Clams History 


N Monday the 16th of September, 1935, the June Seniors of 1939 received a first 
taste in the study of law. The instructor on that memorable night was Judge 
Brennan. The subject was personal property. 


The gathering in Judge Brennan’s class room on that night was typical of the student 
body and readily illustrates why D.C.L. graduates are such an important factor in the 
legal profession, on the bench, in politics or business world. Here were mechanics, engi- 
neers, accountants, clerks, salesmen, school teachers, government employees, laborers and 
others of varied occupations. Many held college degrees; others had only the required two 
years of pre-legal preparation. Some were already well established in the business and 
professional world, and could boast the gray hairs of experience. But regardless of occupa- 
tion, education, age or experience all were fired with the ambition to go ahead and better 
their present condition — willing to burn the candle at both ends that they might succeed. 


The Freshman Class of September 1935 is now that favored group known as the grad- 
uating Seniors. Some of that September group are no longer with us, for in the past four 
years death, financial troubles, sickness and loss of interest have taken their toll. And many 
of those who have seen the struggle through to the finish have gone through crises when it 
looked as though they too, would have to drop out. 


Looking back over our four years of study many things come to mind. We recall the 
long hours of study and preparation, and particularily our struggle to put a 48-hour day 
into the customary 24 hours. However, not all the preparation was dull, brain-killing work, 
because we soon captured the spirit of case study. We saw the individual case, not as a 


dry exposition of the law, but as a real life drama of humour, tragedy, greed, and even 
romance, and how the decisions of the courts on the myriad controversies coming before 


them built up that great body of legal rules known as the common law. 


One of the high points of our memory is the recollection of four years’ association 
with each other, with the faculty and with the students of classes both before and after us. 
Most of this association was in the class room. All of us recall the tragedies of failures, 


the humour from our blunders, the pride of success. No program can be all work and no 
play, so we indulged in various social activities. We had our fraternity meetings; we had 


our Class parties, usually stag; and we had our school parties such as the J-Hops, Barrister’s 
Ball and D.C.L. Luncheon Club. 


We will have our memories, but more than this we carry in our hearts an appreciation 
to the school and the Young Men’s Christian Association for having made possible our 
education. To most of us, due to financial position and responsibilities, the way to attend 
the full time day schools of the country was closed. However, D.C. L. gave us the oppor- 
tunity to do by hard work what those of more abundant financial means could do in a 
more leisurely fashion. 


To the school we say, “You gave us the chance. We will show our appreciation by 
forging ahead into leadership of the bar, politics and business, because we know a school 
is judged and rewarded by the standing of its graduates.’—Ned Hand.

ARCUS TULLIUS CICERO 
(106-43, B.C.), famous as a 
Roman orator, author and politician, 


first studied law under the guidance 
of Q. Mucius Scaevola, then augur 
and juriscounsult in the Roman 
Forum. Cicero seldom prosecuted, 
but it was the custom at Rome for a 
rising politician to win his spurs by 
attacking a notable offender. This he 
did in prosecuting Gaius Verres, who 
had oppressed Sicily for many years. 
Cicero soon became widely ac- 
claimed for his speeches in trials for 
and against the Roman leaders of his 
day. 


In 66 B.C. he was praetor and was 
called upon to hear cases of extor- 
tion. Eventually he won a consul- 
ship. Cicero had a perfect mastery 
of all weapons wielded by a pleader 
in the Roman Forum. He was espe- 
cially famous for his pathos and for 
this reason, when several counsel 
were employed, Cicero always spoke 
last. 


IR WILLIAM BLACKSTONE 
(1723-1780) was entered at the 
Middle Temple of the English bar in 
1841. He served in turn as judge 
of the King’s Bench and Common 
Pleas, but is famed mainly for his 
book Commentaries on the Laws of 
England. These Commentaries were 
divided into four volumes, as fol- 
lows: The objects of law are Rights 
and Wrongs. Rights are either (1) 
Rights of Persons or (2) Rights of 
Things. Wrongs are either (3) Pub- 
lic or (4) Private. These four head- 
ings form respectively the subjects 
of the four books of the Commen- 
taries. 


Blackstone’s writings are recom- 
mended for their literary value. From 
a practical standpoint, they have ex- 
perienced the singular fate of being 
used as the framework upon which 
all the additions made to the law by 
statutes or decisions since his day 
have been attached. 


In July, 1924, on a joint visit of 
the American and Canadian law as- 
sociations to England, the American 
lawyers presented to the law courts 
of London a statue of Blackstone to 
be executed in marble. The aim of 
the gift was declared “to mark the 
influence which the great commen- 
tator has had over American juris- 
prudence.” 


USTINIAN I (483-565) called 
Justinian the Great, Emperor of 
the Eastern Roman Empire, won his 
place first as a soldier. But Justinian’s 
claim to greatness does not rest upon 
military exploits. In the field of ad- 
ministration his most enduring 
monument is the reduction of the 
chaos of Roman law to at least a 
semblance of order. Justinian placed 
the eminent jurist, Tribonian, at the 
head of a legal commission that drew 
up first the Code, consisting of 
twelve books of statutes, and then 
the Digest, containing fifty books 
summarizing the judicial decisions 
of the Civil Law. These two works 
constitute a most important contri- 
bution to modern civilization and 
jurisprudence.
